"A copy of the official protest transmitted by the Russian Elnbassy to 
the State Department under date of July 31, 1947, has been referred to the Attorney 
General by Secretary of State Marshall, with an accompanying note dated August 8, 
1947. In said note the Secretary of State urges that prompt steps be taken to 
investigate this matter and to punish the persons responsible for these acts. 

"We are today referring the matter to United States Attorney George 
Morris Fay with the request that he review said activities and take prosecutive 
action as is deemed appropriate in the premises. 

"We suggest you make available to Mr. Fay all facts developed in your 
investigation to date and to otherwise closely pursue further investigation under 
hie direction.

By memorandum dated Angust 14, 1947, the Attorney General advised 
that a copy of the official protest transmitted by the.Russian Embassy to >•’ 
the State Department tinder data of-July 31 , 1947, had been referred to him 

by Secretary of State IMRSHALL with an accompanying note, dated August 3,. 

1947. In said note the Secretary of State urges prompt steps be taken to 
investigate this matter and punishment of persons responsible for these ac¬ 
tions. The memorandum pointed out that it is believed a violation of Title 22, 
Section 255a, United States Code, occurred, which statute provides in sub¬ 
stance that "it shall be unlawful to display any flag, banner, placard, or 
device designed or adapted to intimidate, coerce, or bring into public odium 
any foreign government,’ party, or organization, or any officer or officers 
thereof, or to bring into public disrepute political, social, or economic 
acts, views, or purposes of any foreign government.',.

The Indices of the Washington Field Office with regard to KENNETH 
GOFF reflect that he organised the Christian Youth of America at Englewood, 
Colorado, on December 17, 1943,' for the purpose of combating Communist prac¬ 
tices among the youth of America, It is observed that on April 3^, 1945, 
GERALD I., K. SMITH of Detroit, Michigan, spola at the Englewood Baptist Taber¬ 
nacle, Englewood, Colorado, at a meeting sponsored by GOFF and the Christian 
Youth of America. GOFF'e organization publishes a monthly newspaper called 
"The Pilgrim Torch," Washington newspapers carrying stories of the GERALD L. 
K, SMITH rally on August 4, 1947, at the Sylvan Amphitheater stated that Rev, 
KENNETH GOFF had stated he was the national director of the Christian Youth 
for America with headquarters in Denver, Colorado, and further that he was 
connected with GERALD L. K, .SMTH and DON LOHBECK, The Washington Daily News 
article of August 4, 1947, oh GERALD L, K. SMITH*s speech makes reference to 
some 30 of hie associates who sat.on the platform as he.spoke. At one point 
SMITH congratulated two of his young followers who last' week planted anti- 
Euasian slogans in front of the Russian Embassy here,' VThe files further 
reflect that KENNETH GOFF was on the administrative committee of the American 
Youth Congress and had made speeches before that organisation. It further ap¬ 
pears that GOFF was a wltnsss before the Committee on Un-American Activities 
and in his testimony stated he had been a member of the Communist Forty and 
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the Young Communist League. In bis testimony .before, this committee it appeared 
that GOFF had severed hie connections with the Oonimunist'iParty and the Young

Christian Nationalists located at 10605 Mack Avenue, Detroit. Mr. LCHBECK readily 
admitted participation of all of the Subjects in the demonstration on the property 
of the USSR Embassy in Washington, D. C., on July 31, 1947# LCHBECK stated that 
Subject FORREST SCHICKEDANZ took no active part in the placing of the signs on the 
property of the Soviet Embassy, but that he acted more as an observer. The auto¬ 
mobile of Mr, SCHICKEDANZ was used in taking the Subjects to and from the Bnbassy. 
Subject LCHBECK identified the photograph showing three men tacking a poster on a 
tree, the poster reading "Closed, Rat infested", LOHBECK stated that the man with 
his back to the camera, wearing a straw hat, a dark suit and glasses, is Reverend 
KENNETH GOFF, whose address is Box 902, Delavan, Wisconsin. The person holding 
the hammer with his left hand upon the sign is DONALD A. LOHBECK- The person to 
the extreme right of the picture, who is not fully shown, was identified by Mr. 
LOHBECK as FORREST SCHICKEDANZ, whose home address was not known to Mr. LCHBECK, 
but who is believed to be well known by Reverend GOFF and whose address can 
probably be secured from Reverend GOFF. 


Mr. LOHBECK stated that the demonstration had not been previously

For the information of the Milwaukee Division, the Subjeots on July 
31> 1947, placed signs on the USSR Embassy in ’•Isshington which read as follows: 
"For Sale, Owners Leaving Soon; Closed, Rat Infested; Murder, Inc.; Beware, Spies 
Working". 


A complaint was filed by the Soviet Embassy rith the State Depart¬ 
ment, which in turn referred the matter to the Attorney General. The Secretary of 
State in a note to the Attorney General urges that prompt steps be taken to in¬ 
vestigate the matter and punish the persons responsible for the action. A memo¬ 
randum from the state Department pointed out that it was believed a violation of 
Title 22, Section 255A of the USC, which statute provides substantially that, 

"It shall be unlawful to display any flag, banner, placard or device, designed or 
adapted to intimidate, cosrce or bring into public odium any foreign Government, 
party or organization or any officer or officers thereof, or to bring into public 
disrepute political, social or economical acts used for purposes of any foreign 
Government."

Two ^itien indicted on charges of 
illegal picketing of the Russian Em¬ 
bassy last July pleaded not guilty 
today when arraigned before Justice 
David A, Pice in District Court 

They are Donald A. juohbeck* 30, 
ol Detroit, and the Rev, Kenneth O. 
Goff, 29, of Englewood, Colo* , 

Their trial was set for February 
23, and argument on a motion by 
their attorney fov severance of their 
eases from that of another man in¬ 
dicted on the same charge whs set 
for next Friday, 

Immediately prior to the arraign¬ 
ment of Lob beck and Goff, Justice 
Pine had’ denied their motion that 
the indictment be dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction in District 
Court He held the court had con*! 
current jurisdiction with Municipal 
Court in such misdemeanors. 

The third defendant, Forrest 
Sehickedans, 49, of Barton vUJe, III., 
was arraigned before Chief Justice 
Bolltha J> Laws last Friday, and 
also pleaded not guilty* All three 
have been permitted to remain if fee 
on bond pending trial. 

They were accused of ^illegally 
displaying placards and signs within 
SOU feet of the Embassy, "d’esigned 
and adopted Lo brin£llb^?nion of 
Soviet Socialist Refffimtcs into pub¬ 
lic odium and disrepute*"

On July 31 last Don Lohbeck, Editor of THE CROSS AND THE 
FLAG, with two other Christian Nationalists, Kenneth Goff, 
National Director of Christian Youth for America and Editor 
of THE PILGRIM TORCH, and Forrest Sehickedanz, nationally 
known gospel singer, picketed the Russian Embassy in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., and planted signs on the lawn accusing it of 
being a spy center and a plotting center against America. 

Every well informed student of the Red plot knows this to 
be the truth. Pictures of the signs and stories of the 
event appeared everywhere in the United States. The Russian 
Embassy in Washington, speaking for the Russian Government 
and Stalin in Moscow, demanded that these young men be im¬ 
prisoned at once. Of course, if it had happened in Russia 
they would have been shot. 

On Monday, November 17, a Federal Grand Jury indicted the 
three.

Just thinkl 
We have developed in this country a situation where a mob of 
Communists can close a factory or paralyze transportation -- 
but if three Christian young men picket a spy headquarters 
of Russian Reds, this administration, under pressure from 
Stalin, would lock these young men in Jail. Do you want this 
to happen? Of course, you don't. 

Please help bear the cost of the defense. Rush the most gen¬

Broadway, Englewood, Colorado, who resides at 3406 South Bryant Street, Denver,

GOFF advised he had been well acquainted with I T whlle both 

he and the subject were att ending the Un iversity of Wisoonaim from about 1936 t o

as members of the Young Communist League and the Communist Party in Milwaukee 
during the years 1936 to 1939. 
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Upon re-interview, GOFF advised that both he and the subject were 
members of the Angelo Herndon Branoh of the Communist Party, as wall as members 
of the Speoial Branch of the Communist Party of Milwaukee, GOFF had previously 
advised that the subject went to Spain to fight ih the Spanish Civil War pnder 
jshe Communist Party quota and not under the quota of the Young Communist League* 
GOFF advised that he had been on the National Committee of the YCL and a member 
of the State Board of the YCL at Milwaukee, Wisoonsin. GOFF said that in the 
latter capacity he was doing work on the YCL quota for recruiting men to go to 
Spain An fight In the Spanish Civil War* GOFF said that in oonneotion with 
these activities, the subject's name came up in disouasions as a candidate to go 
to Spain, and he learned through his positions as a YCL offioer that the subject, 
at the direction of EUGENE DENNIS, was to go to Spain under the Communist Party 
quota and not under the quota of the YCL. 


GOFF said the subject was engaged in the Communist Party and YCL work 
in Milwaukee, Wisoonsin, before leaving for Spain, and when he returned from 
Spain subject resumed his activities in both the YCL and the Communist Party.

S. Government in the near future 
regarding the above-oaptioned subject. 

As the Bureau is aware, KENNETH GOFF has never been used by the Denver 
Office as a confidential informant, dor as a confidential source. Also, the only 
contacts with GOFF by the Denver Office have been upon specific request by the 
Bureau in loyalty and applicant type oases, and in each instance where possible, 
the Denver Offloe would obtain a signed statement from GOFF, who readily furnished 
same and who readily volunteered to appear before any court of law or hearing 
board to testify as to the facts in his signed statements. 

KENNETH GOFF is a self-styled free lanoe Evangelist who for the past 
number of years has been speaking around the U. S. regarding the threat of C 
Canuminiem to the U. S. GOFF is a self-admitted former member of the Communist 
Party at Madison and Milwaukee, Wisconsin during the years 1936 to 1939 and claims 
to have been a leading functionary of the Communist Party of the U. S. during 
those years. 

In the case entitle d "KENNETH GOFFj CHRISTIAN YOUTH FOR AMERICA; SM - X," 
report of SA | I dated 7/4/45 at Denver, the bureau was advised that 

GOFF organised the"Christian Youth for America" at Englewood, Colorado, in 
December, 1943, and published a monthly newspaper, "The Pilgrim Touch" that was 
olosely associated with GERALD L. K. SMITH. 

By letter dated 1/20/19 under the caption "KENNETH GOFF, IS — X" the 
Denver Office advised the Bureau that GOFF claimed to be in a position to furnish 
pertinent information oonoerning EUGENE DENNIS, who was presently on trial in 
New York City along with the other top eleven Communist Party leaders of the 
U. S., and Denver asked the Bureau if they desired that GOFF be used as a witness 
in that trial; however, the Bureau declined G0FF*s services. In the Bureau oase 
entitled "DONALD A. LOHBECKi REVEREND KENNETH GOFF; FORREST SCHICKEDANZ, IS-X" 

GOFF was found guilty by Jury trial on February 25, 194B, in USDC, Distrlot of 
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Columbia, and was fined $100.00 as a result of the subject's placing anti-Communist 
signs before the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. GOFF furnished a signed 
statement in this oase admitting participation in placing these signs on the 
grounds of the ^oviet Embassy on 7/31/47. 

GOFF has been a controversial figure at Denver and Englewood, Colorado, 
for the past number of years and presently resides at 3406 South Bryant Street, 
Englewood, Colorado. In GOFF'S speaking tours he also oreates considerable 
controversy, which has resulted in many individuals and Bureau offices writing 
to the Bureau and the Denver Office concerning his activities. In GOFF'S speaking 
tours he speaks on the following subjectst 

"Treason in Our State Deja rtment 

"Bed Secret Plot for Seizure of Denveri" 

"Do the Reds Plan to Come by Alaskaj"

by the Office of Prioe Administration in Milwaukee, but had been fired after he 
was brought before a board of "4 Jews and 2 Americans” beeause he had dared 
oritielze the Communists. The report indicated that the audienoe hissed the mention 
of the ”4 Jews and 2 Americans” making up the OPA Board. 

GOFF’S speech stated he was surprised bo oome baok to CPC again and 
find them still functioning because he expected the members of the CPC to have 
been "drug down by the new Jerusalem.” GOFF referred to the meeting of ROOSEVELT 
and CHURCHILL in the Atlantic Ooean as the "fishing trip of FRANKIE and JOHNNIE 
off the coast of Maine.” 


GOFF suggested that the audience really read the "Communist Manifesto” 
by KARL MARX and stated "Should we baled by men who gave us the Triple A?”
